JShe Grijd out "don't do that 
heie," and seeing that he had iniased ho 
put hia arm around her neck, drew her 
towards him and fired a shot into lu^r 
head. He then turned the pisL 1 on liini- 
self and filing oii^'- alo't scpiairly lu tiie 
forehead fell over and died in tiftecii inin- 
utos. The woman is not seriously iujured, 
the shot having ghtnucrl.

-Nor- 
quay concluded his budget speecli in the 
legislature to-(biy. In coutra.it to tho 
half hearted policy in the luist Ini declar- 
ed the delerinuiatioii of his goveriiineiit to 
submit no longer to the unjust diacrunin- 
alion of the federal autliorities aguinat 
Manitoba. He joined issue with the op- 
position and believed the undivided action 
of the legislature will f^rce justice from 
the Doiniiiiun t ioveriinient. The proposed 
expenditures of the province iiro about | 
$200,000 more than the estimated revenue, j 
The Dominion must furnish sulHiient i 
funds for the adiiunistratioii of tho affairs j 
of the province or the province must sop- 
erato from tiu! coiifi-ilerati.'ii and control j 
its own revenues I'r.'vious to confiMlcr- 
ation the province wRii a 1 perceul. taiill' j 
had ample funds. Now with an average ^ 
(if over 25 per cent, tariff with which the 
people are burdened, not enmigh is re- I 
ceived from the federal aulhorilies to pay 
the e.xpeiisea of the governineiit. Refer- 
ring to public lands he said when the pro- 
vince entered the c iiifederatioii it did not 
agree that the lands should be appropriat- 
ed by the Uonunion and consent has 
never since been granted. Hu believed 
the justice of our cause was such as would 
ultimately triumph. Lari;- nuiiib.u's of 
farnii;rs' tininii inci'iin^s liad buMi ludd 
in the province, showini; that the pe..ple 
were doterniincd as i-ver. All endorsed 
the farmors' convention and several de- 
clared secession the only jiaiiacea for the 
grievances.

John A. Jliicdomild to give sduu' e.\].luiia- 
tion concemiug it. Sir .lnhii ilmt th. 
hill extfiuled the tiuif lor ap|.linituHi for 
licence ti) the 15th of May, mid in Hritisb 
('(dniiibiii to the 15th of Jlino, iiud that 
souie chiiiit,'e wivs to l>e made iu the cluuse 
i i'luliv.- to Ui'i |iiii|; in force the local liquor 
luw.s of t^ut'lu'C, wliii-h were in operation 

li.'forr rcjiifcili-nition. He said: "The peu- 
iillics were not to li.' ^^iispcmled as at first 
jiroposod, hut thr crown would reserve its 
power to .ll)()lish iieualties in eases iu whu'h 
they were imposed. There would he a 
reference to lUe supreme court to dei iiie 
tho coiistitutioniility of llie net.

Bluke seenicd U) think tlnvt the leuise bud 
not been very fairly ilealt with in this mat- 
ter, nH the uxpeiiditnrr in eoniiectidii with 
the bill was voted for in a lump sum in the 
estimates, and they could not toll wlial dis 
position was to bo made of the ainounl. 
The imhlic now wore to be left without any 
control of these expenditures.

The .su]ireiiie 
court had heeu mentioned, but it was not 
a final court, its opinion miyht be oh - 
liiined, but it would not aeltie tho ques- 
tion; and the court had often erred in its 
intorpretatioii.s of luwa, Cuhch might be 
referred to the Privy Council and the de- 
cision of the supreme court reserved, for 
extending tho time for licenses to the loth 
of May no reason was given.

Uut it is also aoineliiiiig more, 
il-shuwH the solid fact that the opposition 
ticket, citiier straight or crooked, is . not 
considered a paying investment. Of the 
three candidates Mr. Bule secius to be 
• the most extensive. IJe said lie w(uild 
represent the people .and would give the 
present goverunienl, or any other gov- 
eriiniont, his unijuulilied support and was 
'ii'either particularly in love with the gov- 
ernment nor with the opposition. Tliis 
was a somewhat diffuse declaration to 
make — one of those wonderful cullectinns 
of atlirinativos that come near airiouiiting 
to a negative, and which are apt ig be 
considered strongly indicative of the in- 
stability of tho candidate who utters them. 
Mr. Bole,. however, ma^ have had his 
reasonf. There is so little to be said, 
however, in a contest where all the candi- 
dates aunouiico themselves ready to sup- 
port tho aaine admini3tratii>n oxce[>t that 
it IB to be hoped that the best man (Mr. 
Cunningham) will load the poll. As to the 
neneral spirit of tlie meeting bolter evid- 
ence csnnot be adduced than that of Mr., 



Jnrne.". Kt-nnody who, en being called up- 
on, said; "The three caiulidate.s whom 
you have heard have given a very go"d 
hi.stuiy of their several characters, and 1 
doubt not you will now be prepared to 
cast your ballots for tho ri^ht man. One 
very remarkable fact is that no candidate 
lias dared to oome forward in direct op- 
position to the government, which should 
be ft source of gratification to the govern- 
ment. On the contrary, each has vied 
with tlie other in praiseof the government 
Whetlier tho praise be sincere or not 1 
leave you to judge." 

TRADE RESTRICTIONS REMOVM). 

The Ottawa government have thought it 
well to ftbolisli the restrictions on the New- 
fouiulland trade, which were iu a fair way 
to knock that trade on the head altogether. 
There is to be uo more compulsory inspec- 
tion of I'lsh oils from Newfoundland, and no 
duty is to be collected mi the packages oon- 
tainiug such oils. Negotiations are also to 
be opened regarding the inspection of lish, 
by wliich it is ho[ied the dilUciilty will bo 
got over. All trade restrictious are more or 
less sttipid, but it iiuist be said that 
those which created the trouble between the 
two colonies were more than usually so. 
The govenuiieut arQ to be congratuliited on 
deciding to remove them.

During my stay at .Masset last August, I 
thought one evening I would make an early 
visit next moruiug to the deserted village of 
Ku-\'ung, in order to see how it looked; to 
examine the character of its carv- 
ings on its colmuns, and to search 
if any relics of its aucieut iiihabitunts wore 
to he fouiul amongst the ruins of their 
dwellings, or a skull iu a good state of 
preservation aiiiougst its many tcuuhs. 
Iteaehing the village after a faliguiiig walk 
of over a mile along shore, 1 wandered 
■ sadly through its ruined houses, di-sceiuleil 
by their rotten stairways to their floors, jiii 
nolle of the houses are the tloors less than 
S or lU feet below thesiirfai-e of iheground), 
Hud examined the muiiy relics loft beliind 
by theie ancient owners. There were half- 
rotttii boxes tilled with old iron, lioxcs 
olahorately carved with those niystie tigtircs 
w hich those pcoph- love to put lui overy- 
thiie.! IhiloiigiiiL; to tlu iu. iu iht-m were 
tuitions, pu ces of old i lotliing, jiicc-s of 
looking-;^ hiss, and nuiuherless other ai tieh-. 
.Scattered ahcuit were old ])ols, old kettles, 
aljehuia shells of various hues, ami a liosl 
of other thiiegs too iHUueroils to uu'iitiou, 
partly hidden iiinoiiHsl the rutangh-d eUh i 
Imshes aud fallen walU. Scuue of the 
luuises were but a heap of riiius, while 
others had inoHt of their walls and partH of 
thi u roofs romaiuing. In front of all, ex- 
cepting oui- or Iwo, both erevi ami mortu- 
ary ciilumns still stood, fu the scpiare side 
of the iiKutnary i-(diimii I uotii'cd a door, 
which I forced open, aud doing >o revcaleil 
a long blue bo\ s(-t upright. It was a 
s(piare cipllill ; ill it the body had been laid 
straight, not doubled up as is the position 
among these people. .\ space luul lieen cut 
in the colunin as a reci'iitaide, to which the 
door had been fitted, and uaileil up after 
the uuthu had been set up. This column, 
raised to the memory of the dead one with- 
in, was about ;iO feet in height, and on the 
top of it was the crest or coat of arms of the 
decreased, a raven or eagle, I forget which. 
t)n leaving I reclosed the dour, Behiml, 
on a higher bench, wore a large number 
ot tombs (Sutliling-uii) and disid houses 
I Suthling-nii XukO ; the tirst is a large box 
put on top of two strong cellar posts sunk 
iu the groutid; the box is generally aljout 
8 feet above the ground. In shaiie th>' 
sutliliiig-uu is ucitlier more niu- less than a 
orondeoh mado of wood._ The deiul were 
tirst placed, doubleil up, 'in sntall boxes, 
afterwards those were |ilaceil iu the larger 
one, ill the ileiid-lioiise ; the box containing 
the body being jilaceil on hloi Us of wooil. 
These |ilaces of interment are placeil any - 
where in and about tin- village, which in 
that case is a village of the de.id as xvi-U as 
that of the living. .Some of the boxes were 
so much decayed that the skeh-ton was cx- 
I)ijHed lying aniungsl shreds of blankets, 
and sprigs of bay myrtle. A few handfnls 
uf this plant were always put lUong with 
the body of tho dead porsoii, in the belief 
that it would prevent the sprcitd of tlie 
disease by which ho died.

When the sun, which is now rising, shall 
have driven awtiy the dark uiiats of the 
early morning, and people begin to know 
and take advantage of its many and varied 
resources by land aud by water, then it 
may expect a numerous population, aud 
witli it a iiie;iits of communication with 
tho outer world.

Sam Fkanci.sco, April 19. — Chaa. L. 
Catlicart, bookkeeper for R. W. Brown, 
capitalist, was arreatod to-day charged 
with forgery, Tho charges stated that 
Catlicart forged a check for .^1900 drawn 
on tho Wafe Deposit and Truat Co. Tho 
chock was cashed at the California Bank 
and when taken to the bank on which it 
waa drawn tho forgery was detected 
Cathcart ia a young man and has a wife 
and two children.

Tkuckkk, Cal., .April 19 - .About ton 
o'clock this morning a tram of some ten 
cars was standing on the rail aheils about 
half a mile woat of Suiunot, a large nutu- 
bor of Chinese being employed tilling the 
same with cord wood which waa piled in- 
aido. On the other side of tiie track tho 
sheda were old and the snow deep and 
heavy. After quite a hole had been made 
in the atacka the limber could not ataiul 
tho outside pressure and came tumbling 
down for a diatance of 300 feet covering 
the unfortunates and overturning the 
cars. The extent of tho calamity could 
not be readily ascertained. Disiiatchoa for 
help and inodical assistance wore at once 
sent to Truckee. Upon arrival at the 
scone of fatality the aight was pitablo in 
the extreme. One Chinaman had been 
dug out and laid on the rails 
an almost shapuloaa corpse. Six others 
wore groaning with broken limbs while 
five others lay in a formless mass under 
the ruiiia. Up to a late hour this p. m. 
tliuir boiliea could not bo recovered. One 
white man, a brakeman named Charles 
Springer, had hia whole forehead crushed.
